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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the choline salt of claim 1, pharmaceutical 
compositions thereof, process for preparing the choline salt and 
pharmaceutical compositions comprising it and method of treating 
thrombocytopenia are not anticipated or render obvious by the 
prior art of record. The non-salt form of the compound in claim 
1 is known in the prior art. However, there is no motivation in 
the prior art to make the choline salt. It was only recognized 
after Applicants filing date that choline improves platelet 
counts (see Yilmaz et al . , Shock, 25(1), 73-79, 2006, of 
record) . The choline in the claimed salt would be expected to 
act synergistically in the compound to improve platelet counts 
and thus would be useful for treating thrombocytopenia.
